LONDON, Feb. 26 (AP).—The 
26,000-ton . German _ battleships | 
Scharnhorst and’ Gneisenau and 
the 10,000-ton heavy cruiser Prinz 
Eugen apparently have been 
knocked out of the war for some 
time to come, according to a naval 
review presented in the House of 
Commons today by First Lord of 
the Admiralty A. V. Alexander. 


Moreover, he said, the British 
submarine Trident sent a torpedo 
aft into a cruiser of the Pring Eu- 
gen class, probably into the Prinz 
itself.

Number of Rescued From 
Truxtun and Pollux Rises: 


From Original Figure of 
43 — 118 Bodies Taken 
From the Sea. : 


ST. JOHN'S, Newfoundland, Feb. 
26 (AP). — The count of men 
rescued from the shipwrecked 
United States destroyer Truxtun 
and the naval supply ship Pollux 
stood today at 168—125 more than 
were accounted for in first reports. 
Only 43 had been reported before. 

Newfoundland villagers said they 
had taken 118 bodies from the sea 
and continued their search for 
others. 


The United States Navy had an-| 


‘ nounced in Washington that 189 of- 


. 


ficers and men were lost in gale- 
churned Canadian waters where 
the two véssels recently were cast 
on the rocky shore and smashed, 
but did not give the number of 
survivors. 

What the casualties might have 
been had not four sailors from the 
Truxtun braved the sou’easter to 
make shore on a raft could only be 
guessed. As it was, the ships had 
been pitched om the rocks four 
hours before the sailors could sum- 
mon the aid from shore inhabit- 
ants, for which President Roose- 
vent has expressed his admiration 
and titude. 

The ships were smashed against 
the shore at 4:30 p. m., and at 8:30 
a. m. one of the four on the raft 
walked into Iron Springs, and 
asked the assistant manager, How- 
‘ard Farrel, of the St. Lawrence 
Fluorspar Corporation, for assist- 
ance. 

Destroyer in Trap Saved. 

The destroyer had grounded at 
Chamber’s Cove, just outside St. 
Lawrence harbor, while the Pollux 
was aground at Laun's Point, 
about a mile and a half farther 

west. A second U. 8S. destroyer 
from the convoy which also had 
run aground was lifted from the 
trap by a huge wave, and the ves- 
sel was able to chug out to safety. 

The scene of the wrecks was 
near the United States naval base 
of Argentia. The village of St. 
Lawrence is isolated from the rest 
of Newfoundland except for wire 
less and coastal st hip com- 
munication. 

Upon learning of the Truxtun 
wreck,:Farrel immediately ordered 
all work stepped in the mine, and 
all employes hastened to the scene. 
Word spread, and other Newfound- 
landers responded similarly. 

A master of a coastal boat, 
Capt. Connors, who was sheltering 
from the storm in St. Lawrence 
harbor steamed out to thé scene 
of the wrecks, but from there was 
unable to assist because of the 
heavy seas. He then made his 
way to Chamber's Cove and with 


others lowered men by ropes in a 


wobbly bosun’s chair down the 
abrupt cliffs to a ledge near sea 
level 200 feet down, where many 
survivors had found a ous 
haven. The survivors were hauled 
up in the chair. 

Swept Back Into the Sea. 

Heavy seas crashing over the 
ledge made every move a fight 
with death, Survivors. were some- 
times swept back into the seas, 
and the rescuers plunged into the 
freezing water to bring them back. 
Other rescuers similarly braved the 
seas to help bring in. survivors 
clinging to bits of wreckage. 

The Newfoundlanders tried also 
to stretch ropes across the cove to 
reach men still aboard the bat- 
tered Truxtun, but high winds pre- 
vented success here. 

It was not ‘until 2 o’clock in the 
afternoon that St. Lawrence vil- 
lagers Jearned that the Pollux also 
had grounded. Part of the rescue 
party immediately went to Laun’s 
Point, and a salvage ship arrived, 
apparently from Argentia, but it 
could not help from the sea. One 
boat from the Pollux made shore 
safely. Covered with oil, frost- 
bitten and exhausted by exposure, 
the rescued men were taken to

The Moros are fierce Moham- 
Medan tribesmen of the Southern 
Philippines, and Stimson. noted 
they offered the strongest resist- 
ance to American occupation of 
the islands more than 40 years ago. 

The Moro chief in his message 
to MacArthur said that a saber 
once used by the General’s father, 
Lieut. Gen. Arthur MacArthur, was 
now being used against the Japa- 
nese. 

Defense of Indies. 

Stimson said the United Nations

WASHINGTON, Feb. 26 (AP).—

Once - Stoned 
Turbulent Career—Ele- 
vated in 1916.

ROME (from Italian broad- 
casts) Feb. 26 (AP).—Tommaso 
Pio Cardinal Boggiani died today 
at the age of 68. He had been in 
poor health for several years. 

Cardinal Boggiani had a turbu- 
lent career and once the townfolk 
of Adria stoned him. - 

Pope Pius X named him Bishop 
of Adria im 1908 and instructed 
him to transfer the seat of the 
diocese to the more important city 
of Rovigo. Despite opposition by 
Adria’s townsfolk he made the 
transfer. ° 

In 1912 he was sent to Mexico 
as Papal Nuncio with the rank of 
Archbishop. 

On his return to Italy two years 

later he was appointea apostolic 
administrator of the archdiocese 
of Genoa, where he engaged in a 
dispute with other church officials 
over what he charged were irreg- 
ularities in the administration of 
the archdiocese. 
- Recalled to Rome, he wrote a 
defense of his conduct, blaming 
several ecclesiastics, and was in- 
volved in theological disputes in 
which he took a strong. stand 
against “modern” tendencies in the 
church. 

Pope Benedict XV, in appoint- 
ing him a Cardinal in 1916, showed 
support for his views. He re- 
mained attached to the Vatican 
until 1929, when he took over the 
diocese of Porto and &t. Ruffini.

rule of the West. Russia’s doctrine 
and practice of racial equality and 
national independence is today a 
political weapon of immense power.

If you need a certain card to 
fill a matched set, it is probable 
that your opponent does not need 
this card, and if he draws it, he 
will promptly discard it (unless it 
is a very low card).

Turtledove. 

“Turtledove,” let it be said at 
the outset, has nothing to do with 
the seagoing creatures, except, as 
the lawyers say, as may otherwise 
appear.

Sodium perborate is practically 
harmless and has been used suc- 
cessfully for generations in mild 
infections and clogged up noses. It 
dissolves in water with a slight ef- 


fervescence and should be used at 


once. It dissolves mucous and is 
hence a cleanser of secretions and 
gives off oxygen which helps to in- 
hibit germ growth. The simpler 
form of sodium borate solution is 
famous as Dobell’s solution. 2 

The best of gargles can be ob- 
tained inexpensively at the drug 
store if instead of asking for trade 
names you can call for liquor anti- 
septicus which contains boric acid, 
thymol, eucalyptus and other aro- 
matic oils. 

A solution of 2 per cent boric 
acid is a household standby for 
washing the eyes after a tiring day 
of exposure,

If some member of your 
family has colds frequently, ask 
yourself whether he or she is get- 
ting plenty of fruits and vegeta- 
bles, especially citrus fruits and 
tomatoes, Vitamin C, found in 
oranges, lemons, grapefruit and 
tomatoes in greatest abundance, is 
especially important in preventing 
colds and kindred sicknesses.
